We left 
there in time to be at the home 
of T. V. Soong for lunch. Present 
also were Leon Henderson, there 
on a mission from the United 
States, General Chen Chang, chief 
of staff, and a staff officer. “ 

After lunch we moved out to 
the terrace veranda which ex- 
tended over the cliff and had cof- 
fee at a table there. Soong talked 
of the enormous difficulty of the 
Central government, divided by 
civil war and harassed by infla- 
tion. He discussed the necessity 
to maintain law and order 2nd to 
protect @roperty. He obviously 
had in mind the influential pro- 
paganda of the Communist 

overnment which was giving 
and to the peasants, destroying 
records of debts, and hanging 
money lenders and some land- 
lords. I had the feeling that he 
spoke somewhat defensively. 
There were rumors in Chungking 
then that he was urging upon his 
famous brother-in-law some rad- 
ical reforms to end graft and to 
offset the Communist acts in their 
territory.” 

“April 2, 1945—This afternoon 
at 4 o clock we saw the General- 
issimo for about 40 minutes... 
He spoke rather lightly of the 
Communists, who hold about as 
much territory as he. He said they 
were not really important, ‘being 
chiefly murderers and bandits 
and that little propaganda was 
needed to offset their claims’ as 
the Chinese people knew them 
too well. He was very gracious 
and presented an. autographed 
picture on departure.”

Chiang Kai-shek. 

I recall T. V. Soong and the 
pleasant talk on the veranda in 
the sun of a spring day. Victory 
was in the air, but he was moody 
and given to sudden silences dur- 
ing which he stared out across 
the misty valley when 
were talking. 

He is a stocky man, with a fine 
face, and glossy hair. It is diffi- 
eult to judge men in a brief time, 
but he had an enormous grasp of 
world affairs and an obvipusly 
brilliant mind. Schooled at ‘Har- 
vard and Columbia, a Ph. D. in 
economics, he is perhaps the most 
intelligent of all the Soongs and 
their in-laws. A foe of graf and 
corruption, he was easily the best 
financial administrator the new 
China ever had. By 1933 h- was 
seeking to impose a liberal west- 
ern policy on. the government. 
The first rift between him and 
Chiang reputedly came in that 
year. 

He has been gone from the gov- 
ernment since 1948. The fact the 
announcement of his resignation 
came from Chiang’s office means 
the family is split.

Cruiser Battered 
To Bits After 
Leaping Big Dam

PITTSBURGH, June 11—A 
gay midnight cruise on the 
Allegheny River turned into 
a nightmare when a 27-foot 
cabin vessel plunged over a 
dam into a maelstrom. The 
churning waters took four 
lives and destroyed the pleas- 
ure boat and two rescue craft 
as 2,000 persons on shore 
watched the horror unfold it- 
self for several hours, 


One of the dead was Hull 
Wright, a tender at Lock No, 
3, where the tragedy occurred, 
about 15 miles northeast of 
this city. After the cruiser 
dropped 11 feet off the dam, 
Wright and another lock ten- 
der put out in a skiff in a he- 
roic attempt to rescue the 
eight persons who clung des- 
perately to the whirling, bob-. 
bing larger boat. 


The skiff was splintered against 
the dam by the raging backwash 
of the spillway and its occupants 
hung onto the disabled cruiser. 


In the hours that followed, 
Wright and three members of the 
pleasure party, two of them wome 
en, were swept to their death— 
one by one—as other rescue at- 
tempts failed. 

At 7 a. m. Sunday, a 50-foot 
sternwheeler managed, after sev- 
eral tries, to wedge itself against 
the face of the dam, permitting 
rescuers to pluck the five sur- 
vivors from the doomed cruiser. 
Survivors and rescuers went up 
ladders to the top of the lock, 
abandoning the riverboat, which 
was pounded to pieces. 


The others lost were Mrs. Carol 
Kreig, wife of one of the survivors; 
Mrs. William Fisher, and William 
Leahy, Jr., of Chicago, a civil en- 
gineer. 


The pleasure boat was owned 
by James McHugh, Jr., 24-year- 
old son of the head of a Chicago 
construction company. Young Mc-

his father’s company, set out last 
night from the fashionable Oak- 
month Yacht Club with his guests 
aboard his new craft. 


The boat cruised ne pass- 
ing safely through . On the 
return trip it went far wide, in a 
manner that has not been ex- 
plained, of the 50-foot entrance to 
the lock which is near the south 
bank. In the middle of the river, 
which is 300 yards across at that 
point, the cruiser was sucked over 
the dam. 


Wright, on night duty, heard the 
screams of the occupants as the 
cruiser plunged. He sent an alarm 
which brought policemen, firemen 
and volunteer rescuers. Wright

motored skiff, 

As workers on shore set up pow~- 
erful searchlights, townsfolk got 
out of bed to gaze in horrible fas~ 
cination, and the crowd was 
swelled by motorists. At times the 
watchers could make out 10 fig- 
‘ures clinging to the bobbing craft. 
‘Then an eddy would crash it 
against the dam or the cascading 
‘water would force one rail below 
the surface, and the tense count 
of survivors began all over again. 

The whirling waters had such 
strong suction that they pulled 
Wright under despite the lifejacket 
he wore.

Thompson rally-goers, whether 
or not they agree with his asser- 
tions that “there’s a ground-swell 
over the state that will carry M. 
E. back into the Governor’s chair 
by the biggest majority in recent 
Georgia political history,” are vis- 
ibly impressed by two things: (1) 
the fact that Thompson hits the 
dusty little towns off the main 
highways and (2) the way he 
“lays himself wide open for ques- 
tions.”

Meigs Frost— 


Soldier of Fortune 


Meigs O, Frost, who died in New Orleans 
last Friday, was one of the fabulous char- 
acters who have given glamour to journal- 
ism. ; 


When he was 14 years old Meigs Frost, 
who came from a good New England fam- 
ily, ran away from home and joined the 
Marines, lying about his age» After his 
‘real age was discovered-he was discharged 
and sent home to his irate parents, who 
insisted he complete his educatiun. 


Meigs was brilliant. To win a bet with 
a college mate he once learned to speak 
Spanish in a week. That came in handy 
soon after when he went to work for a 
New Orleans newspaper and began making 
a name’for himself covering revolutions in 
Central America and Mexico. There is a 
suspicion—indeed there is evidence—that 
the swashbuckling newsman promoted 
some of the revolutions for the sheer love 
of adventure, plus the fact he liked to write 
about them. 


In later years, Meigs suffered a grievious 
blow in the death of a daughter. His hands 
became partially paralyzed but he dictated 
stories to his wife, pacing the floor with a 
drink cupped in one gnarled hand. His 
fiction has appeared in many of the adven- 
ture magazines and he was author of sev- 
eral books. | 


Meigs, who sometime in his packed Ca- 
reer had found time to serve briefly as an 
officer in the Army, went back to his first 
love, the Marine Corps, when World War 
II threatened. The Marines waived his 
handicap and he was commissioned a 
major and placed in charge of Marine pub- 
lic relations in the Southern States with 
headquarters in Atlanta. He did an out- 
standing job. He was retired a lieutenant 
colonel and spent his last years peacefully 
in New Orleans. 


Press dispatches gave his age as 67. But 
his friends say he could hardly have been 
less than 10 years older. It seems that 
when Meigs re-entered the Marine Corps 
his record of previous service, including 
his correct age, strangely had disappeared. 


Colonel Frost lived in the best Richard 
Hardling Davis tradition. Journalist, Ma- 
rine, fiction writer, soldier of fortune—his 
exploits long will be the subject of con- 
versation whenever newsmen get together.

Gen. Eisenhower 


And Political Tongues 


Gen. Eisenhower’s latest speech doubt- 
less will set the political tongues wagging 
even faster than in recent months. 

Speaking a. Columbia University’s 
commencement exercises the General said 
huge military expenditures are necessary 
but» warned if they are not carefully 
watched they “may dangerously bleed the 
economy and even destroy what we seek 
to protect.” , 

Likewise, wrong answers to the na- 
tion’s internal problems, he continued, 
would be as dangerous as the threat of 
world communist revolution. 

He listed these problems as follows: 

“The growing and, apparently, volun- 
tary dependence of many groups upon gov- 
ernmental subsidies; 

“The future character of our medical 
care and of our educational system; 

“The economic and human deteriora- 
tion incident to industrial strife; 

“The effect of huge and mounting taxes 
upon competitive enterprise; 

“An unbalanced national budget that is 
begotten out of group pressures, log-roll- 
ing and political compromise; 

. “Inflation, born of the unbalanced 
budget, that nullifies every income gain of 
worker and farmer and reduces to the van- 
ishing point his slowly accumulated sav- 
ings.” 

The general said ways also must be 
found “to protect the nation against insid- 
ious and even traitorous corruption in re- 
sponsible places.” ' 

But such means, he said, should “nei- 
ther endanger nor reduce our civil rights.” 

Unless constant progress is made to- 
ward solving these and other national 
problems, General Eisenhower said, “the 
whole order of things as we know it will 
pass, and those who come after you will 
live in a world we of today would never 
recognize—or accept.” 

To many wishful thinkers that will 
sound like Gen. Eisenhower is preparing 
for the Republican nomination for the 
presidency in 1952. To others it merely 
means the General is continuing his policy 
of speaking out on what he believes to be 
the grave problems of the times. We are 
inclined to the latter view. 

However that may be, the General’s 

analysis of the situation reflects a sanity 
and breadth of understanding that mark 
him as a towering figure. Candidate or 
no, we hope he keeps on speaking his mind.

Farm Plan 


Test of Polls 


WASHINGTON—The controversial Brannan 

“production payments” plan for farmers, put for- 

ward by the Truman Administration as a possible 

cure for agricultural ills, is to get its first major 

test at the polls this year. In Iowa, one of the leading agricultural 

States of the country, the groundwork has been laid for the voters 
to pass on the question in the November elections. 

The test will come over the election of a United States Sen- 
ator in the State. Senator Bourke Hickenlooper, an outspoken op- 
ponent of the plan, has been nominated for another term by the 
Republicans. He will be opposed by former Undersecretary of 
Agriculture Albert J. Loveland, who won the Democratic nomina- 


tion in the recent State primaries. Loveland is a strong supporter . 


of the Brannan proposal and made it the chief issue in his cam- 


paign. 
Way Pave d Thus, the way has been paved for a clear-cut 
decision on the question by Iowa voters, pre- 
ponderantly farmers. Administration leaders. have indicated that 
they welcome the opportunity to make the Brannan Plan the 
major issue in the Senate race. Secretary of Agriculture Charles 
Brannan, author of the proposal bearing his name, is expected to 
campaign actively in the State in behalf of Mr. Loveland. Presi- 
es Truman may also make at least one important speech in 
owa. 

Senator Hickenlooper has accepted the challenge, along with 
other Republican leaders, and has said he will gladly fight the 
campaign out on those lines. Hence the county-can count on the 
pros and cons of the issue being widely discussed during the 
campaign. 

The Brannan plan calls for paying ,farmers a fixed parity 
price for their products while allowing the products to seek their 
own price level in the consumer markets. In that way, the theory 
is that both farmers and consumers would benefit, since Govern- 
ment props would be removed from farm commodities. 

President Truman is reported to have told recent White House 
visitors that he does not regard the Brannan plan as a perfect 
solution for the farm problem, but is willing to try it out on an 
experimental basis until its critics come up with something better. 
He will. support it until a better idea is presented. 

When the new ‘farm bill was before Congress at the last 
session an effort was made to authorize the Agricultural Depart- 
ment to try out the plan on a. limited scale, applicable to-a-few 
products like butter, eggs and potatoes. But Congress voted it 
down. The chief attack made on it was that the farmers theme 
selves have not indicated approval of the program. 


° Iowa offers an excellent proving ground 
Pr oving Ground on this score because of the prepon- 
derance of agriculture as an industry: there. If the State should 
send Mr. Loveland to the Senate on that issue it would be hailed 
as a distinct victory for the Administration’ in its campaign to 
put over the plan. After all, whether or not the, proposal is ever 
adopted will depend largely on the attitude of the farmers them- 
selves. : 

One robin does not make a spring, but if the farmers of a 
great agricultural State like Iowa should signify their support of 
the plan by electing Mr. Loveland, that would be evidence enough 
of a trend in the direction sought by the Administration. = 

The victory would be all the more significant in the light of 
the fact that Iowa is normally a Republican stronghold. The feat 
of President Truman in carrying it in the 1948 election was the 
chief surprise of his upset victory, along with the election of Sen- 


ator Guy Gillette, a Democrat, at the same time. 

While the 1948 election results show that Iowa 
Hard Pull voters are capable of a certain independence of 
traditional party ties at times, figures from the recent primary 
indicate that Mr. Loveland faces a hard uphill climb. The vote 
polled by Senator Hickenlooper in the Republican primary, .for 
example, was greater than the combined total of the five Demo- 
crats and the two members of his own party who were seeking the 
nomination. He received some 53 percent of the total vote cast 
in the primary, both Republican and Democratic. 

That would seem to mean that the Administration has a hard 
selling job on its hands to convince the voters of the State it is 
to their best interests to elect a supporter of the Brannan Plan. 
Nevertheless, the President and Secretary Brannan are apparently 
willing to make the try. If they win out,.the country may expect 
to see the Brannan proposal a livelier issue than ever when the 
new. Congress meets next January.

Editor Constitution: The recent issue of The 
Constitution commemorating the 100th anniver- 
sary of the birth of Henry W. Grady contains 
the statement that “he advocated equality of op- 
portunity for the Negro—educationally, po- 
litically and economically.

Mr. Grady’s position with respect to the 
fatal folly of racial equality is expressed in the 
language which he used in his speech at Dallas, 
Texas, October 26, 1887, as reported in Joel 
Chandler Harris’ Henry W. Grady, published 
the year following Mr, Grady’s death, at pages 
99-100. This language is: 

“The clear and unmistakable domination of 
the white race, dominating not through vio<« 
lence, not through party alliance, but through 
the integrity of its own vote and the large- 
ness of its sympathy and justice through which 
it shall compel the support of the better classes 
of the colored race—that is the hope and as< 
surance of the South. 

“Those who would put the Negro race in 
supremacy would work against infallible de- 
cree, for the white race can never submit to 
its domination, because the white race is the 
superior race. But the suremacy of the white 
race of the South must be maintained forever, 
and the domination of the Negro race resisted 
at all points and at all hazards—because the 
white race is the superior race.”

” Rib-N-Riters in the Red 


WASHINGTON—Sheriff W. R. Clark, of Broward County, Fla., must be quite 
a guy. Officials of the Reconstruction Finance Corporation understand he is a rich 
man. They hear tell that he is a pal of President Truman and they know for a cer- 
tainty that he’s interested in gadgets. Between forays against criminals down Ft. 
Lauderdale way this two-gun enforcer of the law helped organize the Ribbonwriter 
Corp. of America. The idea was to manufacture a device retailing for $42.50 which 
would do away forever with smudges on stenographer’s fingers. 


It would eliminate carbon papers and substi- 
tute inky ribbons permanently attached to the 
typewriter. All the sheriff and his friends of 
the American stenographer needed to go into 
business was $300,000 working capital. They ap- 
plied to the RFC for a loan. 


The examiners at the Jacksonville loan 
agency turned it down; they said the sheriff's 
firm didn’t have enough assets and also that 
those ribbons still weren't perfected enough 
to make proper copies of typewritten letters. 
RFC’s Florida boss agreed. So did his ad- 
visory committee. 


Sheriff Clark appealed to Washington. He 
sent up some of his rib-n-rite attachments for 
the federal fariciers to try out on their stenog- 
raphers. 

The head men here thought these were pretty 
fine widgets. They also thought the sheriff had 
an elegant chance to drive the carbon paper boys 
out of business. So they reversed their Florida 
representatives and granted the sheriff a loan 
of $300,000. He got the money last May. 

Two months later the Ribbonwriter Corp. of 
America was bankrupt. In the meantime, Fred F. 
Farwell, manager of the RFC’s office in Jack- 
sonville sent headquarters a letter in which he 
said: “As you well know, this loan application 
is full of dynamite.” 

He said the situation was cloudy, listed some 
ef the other members of the firm and went on: 
“You perhaps know Sheriff Clark of Broward 
County is president of the company. It is gen- 
erally understood that Sheriff Clark ‘is in the 


money.’ It has been said also that he is a very 
close friend of the President.” 

So. Sen. William Fulbright (Dem., Ark.), who 
doesn’t much like the way the government runs 
its lending business, called in officials of the 
RFC to ask ’em how come? He said he realized 
this wasn’t a typical instance of the way they 
made loans, but he’d still like an explanation. 

Chairman Harley Hise of the RFC and mem- 
bers of his board insisted they hadn’t lost any 
money yet. They still had the factory buildings 
and 4,500 completed Rib-n-Riters and when the 
receiver finally got around to it they might get 
their $300,000 back.

Granada itself is a grim city of dusty streets, 
water sellers, cave-dwelling gypsies and a chilly 
cathedral where lie the bones of Ferdinand and 
Isabella.

The: king’s marble head lies 
lightly on his marble pillow, while the head of 
the queen sinks deeply into hers.

Behind Granada rise the snowy Sierras and 
just above the city in a thick green forest is the 
Alhambra, the residence of the Moorish kings. 
The Alhambra is spectacularly beautiful. Rooms 
of marble, alabaster and cedar open into court- 
yards with intricately carved cloisters. The Arabs 
understood the use of water as no architects 
and gardeners before or since. Fountains are 
everywhere in the Alhambra. Marble channels 
of flowing water crisscross the patios and in the 
surrounding park, clear cascades line the roads. 
In the Generalife, a small adjacent pleasure 
dome, water splashes down the banisters of a 
flight of garden stairs. The sound of water, rush- 
ing, falling, is everywhere, and a day in the Al- 
hambra gives you a thirst that knows no quench- 
ing. 

Sevilla has an airy grace, a mellow charm 
like that of Florence. The city is in a fertile 
plain beside the Guadalquivir, and while Sevilla 
is somewhat a stranger to the wheel and its uses 
also, she produces flowers and music in profu- 
sion. The streets of Sevilla are lined with orange 
trees, her parks are lush with unidentifiable 
semi-tropical plants and bougainvillea bursts 
over her white walls in sheets purple and red 
flame. When the Christfans t6ok Sevilla from 
the Moors they built their cathedral around the 
Giralda, and Arab tower, of such lightness it 
seems to float against the sky. And the Christians 
also preserved the Moorish Alcazar and made it 
their royal palace. 

By day Sevilla is an old lady in an excellent 
state of preservation, but when night comes she 
drops her years, picks up her castanets and sings 
and dances until dawn. Eleven is the best hour 
for dining in Sevilla, for at midnight some of the 


etter places stage exhibitions of flamenco danc- 


ing, a colorful confusion of swirling skirts, casta- 
nets and stamping feet. The male in these 
dances is usually suppliant and only occasionally 


triumphant. And it is the male who sings, sadly, 


pleadingly, mournfully and in a very minor key. 
In Sevilla the castanet is not just a noisemaker, 
but an instrument which the virtuoso makes 
laugh and growl, purr and threaten. 

Sevilla is comfortable. Her hotels and restau- 
rants are good and lunch is a protracted three-

hour affair, from one wnti] four. As a final 
happy touch in graceful living, the local transit 
company has placed window curtains in the trol- 
leys,. so fastidious passengers may draw them 
against the sun. 

The bus ride from Sevilla to Algeciras is not 
recommended. The bus itself obviously was built 
by the driver in his spare time. It is a com- 
pound of lumber, corrugated iron and tarpaper, 
lightly held together with wire and nails. There 
is a fine paved highway between the two cities, 
but the bus scorned it for dusty by-roads, for- 
ever seeking and finding dismal little hill towns 
and dirty passengers. 

Algeciras is across the bay from Gibraltar, 
and lives mostly by smuggling goods from Tan- 
gier, the free port and international zone across 
the Straits. Algeciras has a good hotel, the 
Reina Cristina, patronized mostly by British refu- 
gees from gloomy Gibraltar. 

Simply stated, Gibraltar is a hole. It is a 
garrison with very few troops, a naval base with 
no ships. In Gibraltar you eat British rations, 
boiled cabbage, broadbeans and boiled potatoes, 
and learn to look forward to tea in the after- 
noon for its nourishing qualities. Even an Eng- 
lish kitchen staff can’t spoil a ham and cheese 
sandwich. Gibraltar is reminiscent of Key West. 
It shares its size and isolation and one main street 
lined with honky-tonks. But the Gibraltar honky- 
tonks are not thriving these days and the girl 
bands perched on platforms above the bars toot 
and bang to nearly empty houses. 

The tourist trapped in Gibraltar is not to be 
envied. For recreation there are two beaches, 
both dirty. And for intellectual exercise you can 
usually find a cricket match and try to figure its 
whys and wherefores. Gibraltar is forbidding. 
It has none of the color of Spain and few of the 
British amenities. And over it hangs The Rock, 
vast, sheer, ugly, all threat and menace. 


Across from Gibraltar in Africa is Tan- 
gier, a blue bay, a yellow beach, and climb- 
ing the hilis, a blindingly white city. Be- 
cause of its location Tangier is too valuable 
to belong to any one nation, so it is an inter- 
national zone. No taxes, no controls, no re- 
strictions and no questions asked. Every- 
body is welcome in Tangier, and everybody 
comes. Everything is bought and sold there, 
goods, money and the rights of nations. It 
is an international swap shop, a listening 
post, a point of observation, and «a final 
refuge for the refuse of the world.

Belgians, Swedes and Portuguese are in force 
also. You buy something in Tangier and pay 
for it in dollars, francs, pounds, pesetas, escudos 
or whatever currency you have. 

In the days immediately following the war 
Tangier made a fortune trading in blocked cur- 
rencies and the business still is brisk, especially 
in Spanish pesetas. In Spain the exchange is 
25 pesetas to the dollar, across the Straits in 
Tangier’s free market, the rate is 55 to one. But 
as the world slowly irons out its kinks, Tan- 
gier’s business falls off. Ships lie idle in the 
harbor today that yesterday were making for- 
tunes smuggling American cigarettes into France 
and Italy. Hotels that once were packed with 
refugees are half empty. But Tangier doesn’t 


‘seem discouraged. There is enough legitimate 


business to keep the place going between wars, 
and new skyscraper apartments are rising every- 
where, apparently in anticipation of a new group 
of refugees.

“germicidal” nostrums. 

I'd prefer a mouthwash or 
gargle of plain soapy water 
(which tastes merely clean, not 
unpleasant as you may imagine) 
or a few drops of iodine in a 
glass of water, or a boric acid 
solution, say a teaspoonful of 
powdered boric acid dissolved in 
a,pint of hot water, to any 
“powerful”: antiseptic or germi- 
cide you could name. 

If I believed or feared I 
were developing acute sore 
throat, or C-R-I of any kind, I 
doubt if I'd use a mouthwash 
or gargle. Certainly I would 
not use one in the fatuous 
fancy that it could possibly 
abort, stop or relieve the sore 
throat or other symptoms of 
the C-R-I—any common res- 
piratory infection. 

I am as ignorant as you are, 
stupid about a great many 
things, but I happen to know 
that no antiseptic or germ-kill- 
ing subtsance a person can use 
will destroy disease germs or 
even prevent them from multi- 
lying when the germs are in 
he tissues. No remedy or nos- 
trum “penetrates” the surface to 
“go to work” on the germs that 
are causing the trouble. This is 
true, no matter how powerful 
the nostrum looks or smells, It 
is true, no matter how good an 
actress the “nurse” is who poses 
for the pretty picture. It is true, 
no matter how eminent the bar- 
ber—I mean the surgeon or the 
“scientist” looks there at his 
microscope. 

In any case the use of mouth- 
wash, gargle or spray can ace 
complish no more than momen- 
tary washing away of secretions 
on the mucous membrane sur- 
face. It is indeed questionable 
whether such unnatural washe- 
ing of mucous membrane sur- 
faces does good or harm. 

In my own opinion—I aec- 
knowledge I may be unduly 
prejudiced—it is better to do 
nothing at all than it is to 
overdo the business of gargling 
or spraying as so many 
guided Wiseacres do. 

I get a chuckle out of the 
handsome magazine pictures of 
poor geeks getting their feet 
wet—and the suggestion to lose

1 smelling “antiseptic.” But 
the chuckle is of brief duration 
when I think of how much the 
geeks might save if they were 
not so gullible. Not only about 
“antiseptic” nostrums but about 
scores of other things they think 
they must use in everyday liv- 
ing—things that are not worth 
shelf room in a well-regulated 
household.

Measles Is Not 
A Joke; Avoid 
Exposure to It 


By GLADYS BEVANS 


In our part of the country 
there has been what has 
amounted to a measles epidemic. 
We have had a case in our 
household. Next door two chil- 
dren have it; down the road, 
one. 

One special reason why I 
want to write about it is because 
it is one of the diseases against 
which a child cannot be given 
injections of any substance 
for any lasting immunization. 
“Shots” for whooping cough, 
diphtheria, tetanus and scarlet 
fever are now routine. Once 
a year is usual, meaning that the 
protection lasts about that long. 
There is nothing comparable, 
however, that has been so far 
developed for measles. 

Now, people often think of 
measles as a trifling sort of chil- 
dren’s disease. Even now, some 
people say, “Oh, let them get it 
and have it over with.” 

It is possible to have mea- 
sles more than once—more than 
twice, in fact. I had it as a 
child, and then as an adult— 
and I know other people who 
have had the same experience. 
And measles is no joke. Re- 
cently I have talked with sev- 
eral doctors about it. One doc- 
tor called it a “vindictive” dis- 
ease. Another who has five 
children, had one who devel- 
oped symptoms: and he just 
doesn’t like measles! So he had 
all his other children given the 
serum which has proven very 
successful. I will tell you at an- 
other time about that. 

But at the moment, what I 
want to say is, for your sake and 
them an injection for prevention.

important respect, women in frontier days actually had it 
better than young women have it today. They had more 


men to choose from. 


The news that single men are- 


getting rarer all the time comes 
officially this month from the 
Institute of Life Insurance. Ten 
years ago, the Institute says, a 
third of all men between the ages 
of 20 and 45 were bachelors, To- 
day, less than a quarter of men 
between these ages are bache- 
lors, and the proportion is ap- 


parently going to keep on get- . 


ting smaller for a while longer. 

There are two reasons why 
single men are getting scarce, 
the Institute says. One reason 
is that in the United States since 
the war, for the first time in 
history, there are more women 
than there are men. And the 
other reason—even more impor- 
tant—is that mien aren’t staying 
bachelors as much or as long 
as they used to. Get them 
through school, put them in a 
job, and the first thing anybody 
knows they are out of circula- 
tion, nine out of ten of them 
married and well over half of 
them the proud fathers of chil- 
dren. 

More boys are born every year 
than girls, but the death rate is 
higher for men than for women, 
and far fewer single men today 
are immigrating to this country 
than used to. Between the ages 
of 15 and 44, for all these rea-

sons, there are now only 976 
men for every 1,000 women. In 
New England and the Northeast, 
there are fewer men compared 
to women than in other parts 
of the country; in the Far West, 
men still outnumber women, al- 
though by not as much as they 
did a generation or so ago. 


Once married, young men 
in the United States are likely 
to stay married, despite all 
the alarming publicity one 
has been reading lately about 
the divorce rate. Only six per- 
cent of married men under the 
age of 35 have been married 
more than once. This propor- 
tion increases as men grow 
older. Second marriages, in- 
cidentally, are many times ex- 
tremely successful. More than 
20 percent of men who have 
been married more than once 
have made their most recent 
marriage last 20 years or more.

East opened in third position 
with one heart on a hand which 
in our methods would have quali- 
fied as an opening bid even in first 
or second position. South's over- 
call of two diamonds was the first 
provocative call of the auction. 
Such action will appear to many 


readers as unduly mild in propor- | 


tion to the strength of the hand. 
But in South’s previous experi- 
ences, the take-out double, with 
hands containing two long suits, 
had not worked out very satisfac- 
torily. His observation had been 


_ that it took much too long a time 


~ 


to show both suits, especially 
where further interference of the 
enemy was encountered. He 
thought it more expedient to take 
his chances on a simple overcall 
with the hope that the bidding 
would revert to him. West's free 
raise to two hearts was somewhat 
doubtful. Such bids should contain 
just a little bit more in the way of 
high card strength. 

After two passes, South had his 
second chance to bid, and con- 
sidering it high time that he quit 
hiding his light under a bushel, 
jumped to three spades, a bid 
which North enthusiastically 
raised to four. Fast, quite con- 
vinced that he had no defense

fice bid of five hearts, which in 
view of his nonvulnerability and 
possession of 100 honors to soften 
the blow, should not be too ex- 
pensive. 

South’s pass of the five heart 
bid is a delicate touch, It is by no 
means a sign of timidity. It is 
rather on the aggressive side. 
This is what is known as a forcing 
pass, which announces to partner: 
“I should like you to make the 
decision for our side. I feel that 
we may have a good chance to 
make five spades. If you don’t 
think so, I expect: you to double 
them.” 

In the belief that the penalty 
would net be adequate compensa- 
tion, North chose the aggressive 
course by bidding five spades, a 
somewhat doubtful choice. We are 
old-fashioned enough to lean to- 
ward sure profits in such cases. 

On the heart opening and heart 
return, declarer ruffed and saw 
that his contract was secure if the 


diamonds were split two-two, 


There was, however, a great likeli- 
hood that the suit would divide 
three-one. After drawing trumps, 
declarer set out to protect him- 
self against such a holding. He 
overtook his king of clubs with 
the ace in dummy and cashed the 
queen and jack of clubs, completely 
eliminating both clubs and hearts 
from his hand and dummy’s. He 
then led a low diamond off dummy 
and when East played low, he 
stuck in the eight spot which lost 
to the queen. West was forced to 
return a heart or a club. Actual- 
ly, he returned a heart. A diamond 
was discarded from dummy, and 
declarer ruffed. South now played 
the ace of diamonds and ruffed a 
diamond, which cleared up the 
whole suit and permitted declarer 
to make his contract. 

Declarer's play had been well 
conceived. If West could lead a 
diamond back, it would mean that 
the suit had broken and the bat- 
tle was over. 

It will be observed that East 
could not have prevented this re- 
sult by playing an honor on the 
first lead of the suit, for declarer, 
by playing the ace, could smother 
two adverse honors on one trick 
and concede only one diamond 
trick to the opposition.

Can you love a person 
you have wronged?

But the only 
way to justify your having 
wronged someone is to make 
yourself believe that he deserved 
it, which means you must build 
up grievances for which you 
will hate him.

The World Brotherhood Organi- 
vation, supported by Protestants, 
Catholics and Jews, is the out- 
growth of the National Conference 
of Christians and Jews in America 
which body in the final act of the 
meeting here was asked to take 
first steps and superintend the: 
formation of the World Organiza- 
tion among people pledged to work 
for tolerance and brotherly har- 
mony in the world. 

Notable people of many coun- 
tries attended the meeting pre- 
sided over by Arthur H. Compton, 
United States educator and pioneer 
in atomic energy research. 

According to the Brotherhood's 
constitution the chapters will form 
a voluntary association of indi- 
viduals “who believe in the moral 
law” and their methods will be 
educational. It will not be bound 
up with any religion or state and 
will take no political positions nor 
commit its members to legislative 


That was the explanation given 
Sunday by Chairman Frank 
Buchanan, Democrat, of Pennsyl-

Buchanan reported that about 
100 of the corporations questioned 
had replied by the end of last 
week. 

Much of the requested informa- 
tion does not have to be reported 
to Congress under the regulation 
of the lobbying act. It calls.for de- 
tailed information including out- 
lays, dates, names and purposes 
with respect to travel of agents to 
and from Washington. 

A supplementary letter from 
Buchannan made it clear it was 
not intended to cover expendi- 
tures and like items, conducting

the National Council Against Con- 
scription, urged that, as a means 
toward this end, the United States 
and Russia compromise their dif- 
ferences in the dispute over atomic 
energy control. 

The group, including scientists, 
educators and clergymen, said 
production of the atomic bomb 
should be stopped at once; that 
the Soviet proposal of national 
ownership of atomic production 
be accepted; and that the Ameri- 
can proposal calling for thorough 
inspection of atomic plants be 
agreed upon. 

Arguments that “the United 
States tried disarmament once 
(after World War I) and it did 
not work” were vigorously denied 
by signers of the report, who 
cited evidence that “none of the 
igreat powers voluntarily tried to- 
'tal disarmament or even drastic 
‘reduction of its relative strength.” 

“Neither Russia nor the United 
States has given a clear indica- 
tion that it wants to get out of 
the war system,” the report stated. 
“Neither has pressed disarmament 
as if it were a major aim of na- 
tional policy ... yet both are 
receptive to public opinion, to 
possible economic advantages that 
might accrue from disarmament 
and both want to avoid war.”
